Khaki-clad natienal guardsmen who 
enforced Governor Clyde L. Herring's 
martial law order in Plymouth and 
Crawford counties concentrated their 
their .efforts on capturing some 60 
fugitive farmers aceused of taking 
/ part in an attack last week upon 
'Judge Charles C. Bradley. 
Five of the accused were in jail at 
Sioux City/ where they were taken 
secretly when rumors spread that a 
mob planed an attempt to free them 
from an improvised guardhouse here. 
Five more were held tonight in the 


were being brought in almost hourly. 

Colonel Glenn C. Haynes, in com- 
mand of the 250 national guardsmen 
here, issued the order tonight for 
trial of the farmers at courtmartial. 

There had been some argument 
over whether such a course could be 
followed inasmuch as the offense 
charged was committed before mar- 
tial law was declared. 

Army officers said Judge Advocate 
Frank Halligan would prosecute the 
men, possibly starting tomorrow. The 
farmers will be allowed to retain civil 
counsel but must stand trial before a 
court of either seven or nine army of- 
ficers.

ployment measure, railroad rehabili- 
tation and power to negotiate recip- 
rocal tariffs with foreign nations. 

| House democratic leaders gave no- 
| tice today they would resort to every 
| means to speed the farm relief bill to 
conference tomorrow after forcing a 
vote on the inflation provision—the 
parliamentary sityation permitting. 
They expressed hope of an_ early 
ugreement with the senate to make 
the bill law and rush it into opera- 
tion. 

Most of the Roosevelt legislative 
'program already is well advanced 
down the legislative road. Pressure is 
being brought nevertheless on demo- 
cratic congressional chieftains for 
swift-action in view of the president’s 
desire that the special session adjourn 
early in June before the world eco- 
nomic conference gets under way in 
London. ,

President Roosevelt rested today

conference. He prepared for similar 
discussions with representatives from 
Italy, Germany, Mexico and Argen- 
tina, arriving later in the week.

| mittee, that there was “no justifica- 
tion’ for any discussion of the war 
debt question, and that neither France 
nor England have shown any ‘“‘wi!l- 
ingness” to make concessions on arma- 
ments or monetary stabilization.

Dispatch to Herriot at Sea From Paris Com- 
pletely Agrees to Terms ef Plan Outlined 
During White House Conversations.

EN ROUTE TO FRANCE, April 30. 

_(UP)—Former Premier Edouard Her- 
| riot, head of the French mission to 
America, received a radiogram from 
the French government tonight. com- 
pletely agreeing to the terms of the 
Franco-American tariff truce as draft- 
ed during his conversations with 
President Roosevelt. 

The dispatch from Paris to Herriot 
said the tariff truce with the United 
States provided: 

o tariff increases until the 
opening of the world economie con- 
ference at London on June 12. , 

2. France is at liberty to apply a 
compensating surtax after June 12 if 
the dollar falls, 

Herriot emphasized in discussing 
the dispatch with the United States 
that the.tariff truce was the only 
practical result of his Washington 
Visit. 

The message from his government 
congratuiated him warmly and ap- 
proved of his actions while in the 
United States. : 

Herriot, in an interview. attached 
the utmost importance to Mr. Roose- 
velt’s willingness to agree to join in 
a move fox rermanent arms control as 
a step toward world disarmament. 

The French feel that this departure 
from the traditional aloofness toward 
entangling alliances really is the great- 
est post-war change made in the Unit- 
ed States’ foreign policy. They expect 


Mr. Roosevelt to accomplish this arms 
co-operation through a declaration 
rather than asking for congressional 
action. 


Meanwhile, Herriot is surrounding 
his report to his government with se- 
crecy and has ordered his corps of ex- 
perts to work in silence. 


Herriot realizes that his task of re- 
porting to Premier Eduoard Daladier, 
and Joseph Paul-Boncour, foreign 
minister, the conclusions of the 
Washington talks is difficult. Two 
salient points stand out which will 
bother the French; first, that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt expects the French to 
pay the June 15 and overdue Decem- 
ber, 192°, debt annuities and, sec- 
ondly, that the United States wants 
France to drop her high tariff bar- 
riers for the time being.

Fifty or 
more injured, and estimated half mil-

The heaviest damage was caused at 
Yazoo City where two negroes, an aged 
woman and a child, were killed, and 
seven white persons and 35 negroes 
injured when the twister demolished 
almost 200 houses.

Chinese Eastern railway in Man- 
churia today added to the Russo- 
Japanese war talk recurrent here. 

The soviet union’s ownership of the 
railway in north Manchuria, center 
of the controversy, hitherto had been 
unchallenged. The Manchukuo au- 
thorities merely had denounced the 
soviets, charging them with seizing C. 
E. R. rolling stock and keeping it 
across the border in Siberia. 

Correspondence made public today 
indicates that Li Shao-keng, Man- 
chukuo’s director of the jointly op- 
erated railway, last week denied s0- 
viet ownership of the line and accused 
the soviet administration with “law- 
less and one-sided actions.” 

In response, Vice Chairman Kuz- 
netzov, of the Chinese Eastern rail- 
way, described soviet ownership as 
“an indisputable fact, acknowledged 
by all the documents.” ae 

He cited the Mukden and Peiping 
(then Peking) treaties giving China 
the .right to buy the railway, under 
certain conditions. These treaties, 
signed in 1924 with the then semi- 
independent governments at Mukden, 
capital of the old Manchuria, and 
Peiping, ancient capital of China, 
gave equal representation to China 
and Russia on the board of directors 
of the C. E. R. eae 

Kuznetzov argued that China's 
agreement at that time to buy the 
railway from Moscow constituted the 
clearest confirmation of soviet owner- 
ship, and added that. attempts.to cast 
doubts “inspires the most serious 
anxiety: and convinces me Manchukuo 
aims to destroy both the above-men- 
tioned treaties, which are the basis of 
collaboration and mutual administra- 
tion of the railroad.” 

In political circles, it was frank- 
ly admitted that the conflict is sur- 
charged with danger.

It was over the 
salary reduction recommendations 
that the jury and the county admin- 
istration came to grips, although, be- 
fore the end of the term, the com- 
missioners sent to the jury a letter 
pledging further cuts in salaries. 

The March-April jury sought re- 
duction in salaries and personnel to 
save 000 a year. After the con- 
troversy between the jury and the 
commissioners developed, the jury 
sought to replace the Atlanta circuit 
judges and Solicitor-General John A.

The aged and frail Mahatma Gandhi 
announced from Yeroda jail today 
that on May 8 he will begin a “three- 
week unconditional, irrevocable fast’ 
in connection with his campaign 
against untouchability and the caste 
system. 

The political and religious leader 
of thousands summoned his son 
vidas to the jail this morning and 
broke the news to him. For two hours 
the son tried to dissuade his ‘father, 
but unsuccessfully. 

In an interview the mahatma de- 
nied that the fast was a part of a 
deep political move, “It is a process 
of self-purification,” he said simply.

After Completing Inspec- 
tion of Recruit Army of 
20,000 at Santa Beatriz.

LIMA, Peru, April 30.—(UP)— 
President Luis M. Sanchez Cerro, 
dynamic little Indian weteran of three 
revolutions, was shot to death by.an 
assassin at Santa Beatriz race track 
today. 

The assassin, Abelardo Hurtado de 
Mendoza, a member of the apra par- 
ty, which had been bitterly’ fought by 
the president, was himself killed in a 
general sho@ting melee in which two 
soldiers were killed and one ‘officer, 
five soldiers and a civilian wounded. 

Action to fill the presidency was 
taken immediately. The cabinet met. 
framed an official announcement of 
the assassination, and assumed the 
executive power. 

Congress met a short. time later and 
General Oscar R. Benavides, who 
was president in 1914, was elected 
president by 81 votes to 7. He took 
office at 7 p. m. Benavides has been 
head of the combined military forces 
of Peru. ; 

Congress passed a motion declaring 
three days of national mourning, start- 
ing tomorrow, and asked the citizens 
to co-operate to preserve public or- 
der. Sanchez Cerre, the congress de- 


Several others were reported té 
have participated in some way in the 
attack on the president. 

Sanehez Cerro was just driving 
away from the race track in an-open 
automobile after reviewing 20.000 
army recruits, when De Mendoza 
stepped up beside the car and began 
firing. 2 

The president slumped in his ‘seat. 
A civil guard captain got in front of 
the assassin and was wounded. Mem- 
bers of the president’s staff drew re- 
volvers and began shooting and troops 
lined up on either side of the street 
began to fire. 

Wild shots sent the huge crowd 
scattering to a safety. A civilian fell 
wounded. : 

The president chauffeur drove away 
as soon as he realized what was hap- 
pening. The president, supported in 
the arms of Premier J. M. Manzanil- 
la, was taken to the Italian hospital. 
where he died at 1:05 p. m. He was 
shot near the heart. 

Fortunato Dedoya, an army offi-: 
cer, who was himself wounded, said 
that he shot De Mendoza first. Other 
bullets struck the assassin and a lan- 
cer pierced him with his lance. 

Bedoya said he saw De Mendoza, a 
small man dressed in black, approach 
the president’s car as it was coming 
slowly away from the track. The pres- 
ident was waving his right hand and 
bowing te the crowd. Bedoya thought 
the man was approaching the gar to 
cheer Sanchez Cerro, but he suddenly 
whipped out a pistol and began firing. 

Luis M. Sanchez Cerro, president 
of Peru. was 43 years old. He was 
inducted into office in December.

Farmer Buying Power 
Reported on Upgrade 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—(/)— 
The purchasing power of one of the 
world’s biggest buyers—the American 
farmer—is on the upgrade. 

From February 15, when it was at 
its lowest point in the 23 years the 
bureau of agricultural economics has 
been keeping records, until March 15, 
farm purchasing power advanced an 
aggregate of five points in the bu- 
reau’s index. It has been further ad- 
vanced since that date. 

On Februar 15. the average price 
of materials purchased by farmers 
was 3 per cent over the 1909 to 1914 
average and was listed in the index 
at 103. 

On the same date, the price paid 
farmers for the things he sells aver- 
aged 51 per cent below the pre-war 
figure, and was indexed at 49. 

On the basis of these two index 
figures the farmer's purchasing pow- 
er was listed at 48, or 52 per cent 
below pre-war days.

THE HABIT OF GETTING OUT 
= OF JOINT. 

Nine years ago both arms of a girl 
then 21 years old were dislocated at 
the shoulder in an accident. But 
when X-ray pictures were made some 
time afterward both shoulder joints 
were in place, 

_ Several times after that, while do- 
ing ordinary things, the arms would 
come out of the sockets, she says, 
particularly the left arm. As a rule, 
before the doctor arrived they snap- 
ped back into place, and the doctor 
concluded that they had not been 
really dislocated after the first time. 

_This has ‘happened hundreds ¢ of 
times, the lady avers, and as there 
18 no reason to believe the case com- 
plicated by love we may concede that 
it has happened a score of times, in 
nine years, for I am sure a lady never 
lies more than that except for love. 
At any rate, every time it happens it 
causes much pain and embarrassment, 
and once or twice the lady has nar- 
rowly escaped serious accidents be- 
cause of it. After each dislocation 
the arm and shoulder is painful for 
days. She has learned how to snap 
it back herself; but at 30—ho hum, 
my notion of Utopia is a world where 
everybody, having once attained 30, 
stays 30 forever after—at 30, as the 
present world is arranged, a girl.hates 
to think of spending the rest of her 
life snapping her shoulders back into 
joint. The doctors told her the shoul- 
ders would be all right in time. Yet 
somehow the young lady yearns to 
consult somebody or do something 
about it. 

When the shoulder joint is dislo- 
cated the capsule or ligament which 
completely encircles the joint is neces- 
sarily torn or stretched, and some- 
times this capsule remains loose, as 
probably in the case described, so that 
slight movements of the kind which 
caused the original dislocation will 
throw the arm out of joint again. 
After several repetitions of this the 
joint is very readily dislocated. It 
becomes a bad habit.

Dr. Herty said he would explain 
in detail findings of his experiments 
with the use of pine in the sap wood 
state for making of newsprint, and 


will discuss possibilities of making . 


other types of paper from pine. But 
he is the first one to say that the 
experiments have not been carried far 
enough to determine the exact future 
of paper making in the south. 

“We have only made a beginning— 
have only scratched the surface,” Dr. 
Herty said. “We have proven con- 
clusively that pine in the sap wood 
stage can be turned into woodpulp of 


sufficient strength and texture to make - 


good news print, but the newsprint 
part of paper making is only one 
phase. 

“We must now in some manner ob- 
tain funds to continue our experiments 
along other lines.

Aristides, The Little Red Horse, 
Started Something in 1875 


Aristides, ‘“‘The Little Red Horse,’? looms large as a Derby 
legend. | 
It was he who won the first Kentucky Derby, run in 1875. 
He was a dream come true to Kentuckians who, strangely 
enough, had been without the sport of kings for some 20 years. 
The Kentucky Derby is run today because of the in- 
defatigable toil of Colonel Lewis Clark and his asso- 
ciates who decided in 1873 that racing could be revived. 
There were two brothers interested, John and Henry 
Churchill. And they presented the grounds for the building of 


grandstand. 

Colonel Clark went to England and studied the rac- 
ing conditions there. When he came back he modeled 
his program after the English running races. 

Three thousand people were in the stand to cheer Aristides, 
the favorite, as he,came home on a fast track to win the prodig- 
ious sum of $2,850 for his owner, H. P. McGrath. This was 
May 17, 1875. 

The Derby began then and it has been going ever 
since without interruption. It has grown with incredible 
speed. Churchill Downs has become one of the most 
magnificent racing plants in the world, a far cry from 
the wooden stands and the track on which Aristides ran. 

All the old romance has gone from it. The game grew so 
fast that only the wealthy could survive. It has become the 
plaything of wealthy sportsmen although there are always a few 
small owners to saddle horses for the Derby, praying for the 
turn of the wheel of fate. But try as they will nothing can 
take the thrill from the big day when the fifth race is called and 
the best of the three-year-olds go to the post. |

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 30.—(?) 
The field for the 59th Kentucky 
Der Churchill Downs Saturday 
will e an international tinge if the 
10 leading candidates as rated by 
handicappers face the barrier in the 
$50,000 added classic. 

The 10 leaders are W. R. Coe5c’s 
Ladysman, Mrs. William Crump’s 
Head Play, the R. M. Eastman es- 
tate’s Charley O, F. A. Griffith's 
Sarada, the Catawba stable’s Mr. 
Khayyam, Colonel E. R. Bradley’s 
Broker’s Tip, Lee Rosenberg’s Kerry 
Patch, Mr. Coe’s Pomponious, the 
Audley farm’s Trace Call, and Wil- 
liam E. Smith’s Knockaway. 


Of these, Trace Call and Knock- 
away are of foreign ancestry. and 
Mr. Khayyam is a son of Omar Khay- 
yam, winner of the 1917 Derby and 
the only imported thoroughbred which 
ever succeeded in accomplishing this 
feat. Mr. Khayyam startled the east- 
ern Derby contingent by breaking the 
track record at Havre de Grace Sat- 
urday, racing a mile and a sixteenth 
in 1:44.

English Derby in 1927. Knockaway, 
imported from Ireland as a yearling, 
was an also ran Saturday at Churchill 
Downs, but this was to be expected 
as it was the first race in which he 
ever started. Knockaway did ‘not 
race as a two-year-old.

BUSINESS SCORES. 
SUBSTANTIAL GAIN. 
DURING PAST WEEK 


General Industrial Actiy- 
ity Reflects Evidence of 
Steady Rise in Commod- 
ity Prices. 


By HIRAM HERTELL. 

NEW YORK, April 30.—()—The 
record clearly shows that business 
scored another robust gain during the 
past week. 

With increasing optimism, trade 
leaders enjoyed ‘the exhilarating ex- 
perience of watching the barometer 
chart a substantial expansion in gen- 
eral industrial activity. 

Whatever may be the ultimate re- 
sult, there is, at the moment ample 
evidence that the rise in commodity 
prices which has accompanied the 
fall of the, dollar in the world mar- 
kets has been a spur to enlarged 
sales totals. 

Conspicuous in this respect last 
week were two key industries, steel 


and automobiles. In both cases sub- 
stantial advances were chalked up, 
while electric power production alse 
registered more than seasonal gain. 

In .the steel division, production 
last week rose to 29 per cent of 
capacity, comparing with 14 per cent 
at the beginning of April, according 
to Steel, which says production for 
the coming week is scheduled to show 
a further gain, This means that the 
rate of output during the month has 
practically doubled. 

The improved banking situation 
throughout the country, coupled with 
broadening confidence, has unleashed 
added buying power of which the 
automobile industry was quick to take 
advantage. 

The upward movement in motor re- 
tail sales last week reached the high- 
est levels of the year to date, ac- 
cording to Cram’s report. Nine pas- 
senger car producers stepped up their 
schedules and the total output. for 
April is now estimated at about 155,- 
000 units or approximately the same 
as April, 1932. 

‘Freight car loadings have held up 
well, although the latest report show- 
ed the advance had been checked. 
Loadings for the week ended April 
22 amounted to 492,970 cars, a dew 
crease of 1,245 from the preceding 
week. A notable item in the traffic. 
report was the increase in miscel- 
laneous freight of 1,775 cars during 
the week, generally regarded as an 
accurate yardstick of the volume of 
goods going. into consumer's hands.
